The officers in responsible posts at the 
Time have been replaced. But let us remember this:

® Pearl Harbor is the responsibility 


of Army, Navy and civilian officials. 
But it was not something detached 
from the rest of American life. These 
men wore Americans. They thought 
and acted as Americans, even though 
they were professional American sold- 
iers; their every move was condi- 
tioned by the whole climate of Amer- 
ican thought, feeling and habit, the 
habit of thinking that "it can't REAL- 
LY happen here." Every American 
shares responsibility for the disaster. 


The only investigation of Pearl Har- 


bor that will do the slightest bit of 
good now is to expose pitilessly the 
elements of failure in such a way 
that those same elements will never 
again contribute to another failure. 
Scapegoats for past defeats win no 
future victories. 


Our task in the Pacific is not to rake 


through the ashes of past defeats. It 
is not merely to avoid future defeats. 
It is positive, offensive; our task is 
to destroy every vestige of Japanese 
military, naval, and air power once 
and for all.

The sneak attack on Hawaii put the 
u/niled States unexpectedly on the 
defensive at the outset. But we can- 
not remain there. 


The Navy clearly was not at the 


peak of alertness on Sunday morn- 
ing, Dec. 7. But it is alert now. Its 
task is to destroy the Japanese fleet. 
Forward with the task! 


To defend the Philippines is good. 


They must be defended, reinforced if 
possible. So must Singapore. Never for 
get that the loss of Singapore is no 
mere British loss. It is a crucial point 
of American defense in the Pacific. 
We have only to ask ourselves; what 
if Singapore is lost? What of the Phil- 
ippines then? What of the chance of 
the future offensive? 


For the present, perhaps defense 


is all that is open to us. That is a 
purely military problem. But in the 
long run defense wins no wars, and 
especially this one.

Men in This Group 
Will Be Subject 
to Active Military 
Service 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- 
President 


Roosevelt Monday set February 16 for 
the registration of all male citizens 
of the nation between the ages of 
20 and 44 who have not registered 
previously. 


Men in this age group will be sub- 


ject to military service. 


.The date was filed in a proclama- 


tion: It made no mention of registra- 
tion of men from 45 through 64 who 
arc to be registered later on but 
who will be exempt from service with 
the armed forces under present legis- 
lation. 


In his proclamation the chief ex- 


ecutive noted that this and other 
registrations under the selective ser- 
vice act will be required to insure 
"final and complete victory over the 
enemies of the U. S." 


The registration wil lapply to all 


male citizens and some non-citizens 
born on or after February 17, 1897 and 
or before December 31, 1921. It is 
to take place not only in the United 
Suites but also in Alaska, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico, between the hours 
of 7 a. m. and 9 p. m.

A Hard Lesson 
in Diplomacy 


Uncle Sam Is 
Stabbed From 
Behind by Japs 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON - The United Stal- 


es is notoriously bad at -diplomacy. 
We have had our diplomatic knuckles 
whanged at nearly every 
interna- 


tional council table since the first 
of the nineteenth century. We haye 
been hood-winked, badgered, back- 
slapped, sidestepped and out-talked 
by more nations than you coul wave 
a switch at (and it was only when 
we substituted a "big slick" for that 
switch lhat we ever got listened to 
at all). 


But never in the history of Amer- 


ican diplomacy have we ever been 
taken like Japan took us in those 
hours before and during the open- 
ing of the war in the Pacific. 


To go back a hundred years or 


so, the United States first took cog- 
nizance of the' far Pacific in 1833 
when it signed its first far eastern 


treaty with Siam. Twenty years la- 
ter, Commodore Perry hammered on 
the doors of Nippon and opened them 
to western civilization. If he hadn't, 
Japan might still be the ingrown toe- 
nail of the Pacific, subject to the 
same decay that afflicts all civiliza- 
tions whose doors are barred against 
the ideas and ideals of world pro- 
gress. 


Japan unfortunately absorbed quick- 


ly. Ambition flowered in the Land 
of the Rising Sun, and so rapidly 
that within a litlle more than 60 
years, at the council table with the 
United States and Great Britain, this 
land laid the groundwork for the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. 


The opening guns were not fired 


on Pearl Harbor on Sunday, Dec. 7, 
1941. They were fired across'the coun- 
cil (able in Washington in 1921 and 
11122 when Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States agreed to the 5-5-3 naval 
limitations and further conceded that 
the United Slates would not fortify 
anything west of Hawaii, nor the 
British anything east of Singapore. 
In return Japan was to keep its fing- 
ers off the thousands of mandated 
islqnds and possessions it conlrolled 
(mostly as a "gift" following World 
War I) from Honolulu to the Malay 
peninsula. 


Japan had no intention then of 


abiding by that treaty. Within a 
few years, it was referring to those 
islands as "its second navy" the only 
difference being that the islands were 
anchored ships of war. 


Japan's attempted rape of eastern 


Asia in the last ten years is too 
well known to need repeating, but 
it all fits into the background of 
those tense days which finally brought 
suave, smiling, 
outwardly friendly 


Saburo Kurusu here to work with 
Ambassador Kichisaburo Nomura "for 
peace in the Pacific." 


No words can explain how com- 


pletely the United Stales was laken 
in by this subterfuge. The Army 
and Navy were fooled; the Stale De- 
partment was fooled; and even the

President misplced his faith in this 
flag of truce and outwardly sincere 
effort to avoid war. 


It is extremely likely that not even 


Kurusu and Nomura were informed 
just when the bombs would drop on 
Pearl Harbor. 


Nevertheless, Kurusu and Nomura 


undoubtedly were instructed to stall 
for time. Official Washington knew 
they were slalling. For days they shut- 
tled back en forth between the White 
House and the State Department. Even 
when Secretary 
Hull had become 


wrathful at the backing and filling; 
and President Roosevelt had so lost 
patience that he directed a note di- 
rectly to Emperor Hirohito, Jurusu 
and Nomura still were bowing and 
scraping with assurances that peace 
in the Pacific was just over the hor- 
izon. 


One hour after the first bombs and 


torpedoes had blasted Pearl Harbor, 
and almost at the same moment that 
Kurusu and Nomura were backing out 
of angry Secretary of State Hull's 
office for the last time, Hirohito's 
answer to the President's message 
was handed to Ambassador Grew in 
Tokyo. 


The message said peace in the Paci- 


fic was "his majesly's cherished de- 
sire." 


It'll be many a year before the 


United States plays "It" again in the 
blind man's buff of world diplomacy.

Twp. 15 South, Range 24 West. 


1. That the one well brought into 


aroduction effective 7 a. m., January 
:, 1942, be given a daily allowable of 
400 -barrels per day; that the unit 
'or this well be forty acres, the well 
being drilled in the center of the 
forty acres. 


2. That as soon as possible the en- 


gineers of the Oil and Gas Commis- 
sion, together with the engineers of 
the Barnsdall Oil Company and the 
engineers of any interested 
opera- 


tors, take the bottom hole pressure 
of the discovery well and the gas- 
oil ratio of the discovery well. 


3. That prior to a formal hearing 


on the area at least two sets of bot- 
tom hole pressure and gas-oil ratio 
tests be made for comparative pur- 
poses; also that the well be closed 
to production 12 hours prior to the 
bottom hole pressure tests, but that 
the gas-oil ratio tests be made while 
the well is producing at the rate 
of 400 barrels per day. 


4. That the spacing pattern for 


the Midway Area be one well to 
each 40 surface acres, said wells to 
be drilled in diagonal corners of the 
forties; i. e., 330 feet from lease lines 
and not nearer than 1320 feet from 
any other well. Said spacing rule is 
not to apply to the discovery well, 
which is drilled in the center of forty 
acres. The object of this spacing pat- 
tern is that possibly two separate 
and distinct productive horizons exist 
in this Midway Area, as shown by 
the electrical log of the discovery 
well. If, then, it is not feasible to 
complete the wells as dual produc- 
tive zone. 


5. That in the event a hearing 


on this area is delayed until other 
wells are drilled, then the allowable 
for all of the wells sha be as fo- 
ows: 


(a) The fjlowable for the discov- 


ery well shall be 400 barrels per day 
until a .second well is driled. 


(b) With the advent of two pro- 


ducing wells, the allowable shall be 
600 barrels per day, or 300 barrels 
for each well. 


fc) 
With the advent of three wells, 


the allowable shall be 800 barrels 
per day, or 200 barrels per well. 


NOTE: all of the foregoing is sub- 


ject to the findings of the engineers 
and in the event said allowables can- 
not be produced without waste, they 
will be immediately lowered. 


Osaviakhim is 
What Hit the Nazis 
in Russia 


AP Feature Service 
Hitler can lay it to the Russian 


winter if he likes, but Lucien Zachar- 
off has another word for it—Osaviak- 
him. 


That, he says in a new book, "We 


Made a Mistake—Hitler," is one of the 
most important factors that bogged 
Germany down on the Russian step- 
pes and turned its blitzkrieg into an- 
other retreat from Moscow. 


Zacharoff, an American citizen who 


was born in the Ukraine, explains 
that Osaviakhim means The Society 
of Aid in Defense and Aviation-Chem- 
ical Upbuilding of the U. S. S. R. 


Despite the society's unpronounce- 


able name, he says, it has been in- 
strumental in making 15,000,000 Rus- 
sians air-minded, capable of defend- 


ing themselves with rifle, anti-bomb 
measures, first aid skills and tough- 
minded attitude towards any invader. 
It was because of this society that a 
million civilians took parachute jumps 
in 1940, that a young fellow lived 
in a gas musk three months to show 
it could be done, that trench dig- 
ging, skiing and clearing up bomb 
debris were second nature to hund- 
reds of thousands when the crisis 
came. 


Zachnroff, who is associate editor 


of Aircraft Publications, quotes at 
length from 
official German docu- 


ments supposedly captured by 
the 


Russians and from other sources with 
out telling how he happened lo lay 
hands on such material.
